PAINE INSTITUTE. 

The Committee on Paine Institute beg leave to report that 
they have before them a full statement of the condition of 
things in this, the only school established by the M. E. 
Church, South, for the benefit of the Colored M. E. Church. 

We find that the Institute has $40,000 of invested funds, of 
which $11,000 is in good real estate. It has an able faculty, 
consisting of three male professors, one female, and several 
assistants. It has been more prosperous during the last year 
than at any other period, and is doing most excellent work. It 
has sent forth eighteen preachers and thirty-eight teachers 
from eight States. 

It needs and deserves the help of the whole church, and in 
asking from the Holston Conference only $500, it has made a 
request with which the committee think we ought to comply. 

We advise, therefore, that this amount, $500, be apportioned 
by the Joint Board to the various districts, and the Presiding 
Elders shall endeavor to secure it in the way they think best. 

We have collected during the year $156.66, and in addition 
to this a subscription has been made of about $280 to the Lane 
Institute, which, while it is the property of the Colored Meth- 
odist Church, is striving to do the same work with Paine.

TEMPERANCE. 

The Committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

The cause of temperance, which has been growing more and 
more to be both a moral and political question, has come to 
demand recognition at the hands of religious bodies and polit- 
ical parties at the same time. As it is impossible to ignore 
the relations between morals and religion, so it is between 
churches and free government. A government of the people, 
for the people, and by the people, must ever reflect the 
sentiments of those who elect their own rulers and make their 
own laws. While, therefore, the civil constitution has wisely 
forbidden the establishment of any form of religion by law, it 
does not exclude the influence of all the moral and religious 
forces of society from being brought to bear on our law-making 
power. 

The church, as the great conservator of peace and good 
order, has ever been upon the side of temperance and opposed 
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to the saloon. We hold it the duty of all good members of the 
church to co-operate in any movement that commends itself 
to their individual judgment and conscience as promising to 
limit or suppress the sale and use of intoxicating drinks. We 
therefore hail the proposed reorganization of the temperance 
people in Tennessee under the call recently issued by Rev. 
Geo. R. Stuart, as a probable mode of influencing legislation 
in this State in favor of the cause of temperance. The prop- 
osition, as we understand it, is to favor the enactment of a law 
by which saloons cannot be licensed without the consent of a 
majority of the qualified voters of the town or district in which 
the saloon is to be located. Such a law is said to have been 
successful in several of the States which have adopted it. 
Notably within the State of Mississippi about nine-tenths of 
the counties have freed themselves from the curse of the liquor 
traffic by this law. 

W e therefore propose the adoption of the following resolution : 

The Holston Conference of the M. E. Church, South, regard- 
ing the traffic in ardent spirits as an evil which requires the 
exercise of wise and judicious legislation for its limitation and 
suppression, do hereby promise our hearty co-operation as cit- 
izens with any well-considered plan for influencing our next 
legislature in the framing and enforcement of such laws as 
will enable our people in whole or in part to free themselves 
from the establishment of saloons in their own neighborhoods, 
with a view to the total and final prohibition of the license 
system throughout the State and the country.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals are pleased with 
the high grade of literature sent out by our Publishing House 
during the past year. The Christian Advocate is all the 
church could reasonably wish. Its tone has been positive and 
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loyal, its spirit polite and liberal. We deem it worthy of all 
commendation. Our Sunday-school literature deserves un- 
measured praise. The Missionary Review is a new and oppor- 
tune departure, and will meet a iong-felt want. The Quarterly 
Review is a literary production of high merit. 

The Holston Methodist, recently purchased by O. W. Patton, 
has had an increased circulation the year just closing, but this 
enlargement of the subscription list is the result of extraordi- 
nary methods to meet emergencies. These methods and emer- 
gencies, though they have extended the circulation of the 
paper, have left the present proprietor and publisher in imme- 
diate need of the full sympathy and co-operation of this Con- 
ference. 

But, brethren, your committee are unwilling to sign their 
names to a few complimentary phrases and call it their report ; 
yet what more may we do? We find ourselves largely at a loss 
for specific statements and explicit facts. 

If we understand the duty imposed on us, it is to bring for- 
ward the report of Holston Conference on Books and Periodi- 
cals. We have ascertained from the exhibit of the Publishing 
House that sales from the Christian Advocate department 
amounted to .$41,000 the past year; that sales from Sunday- 
school periodicals and Quarterly Review combined, amounted 
to $113,000; that the net gain in assets from all departments 
was $50,131. But from the exhibit before us we are unable to 
pronounce this a net gain over all liabilities. Is it a net gain 
of $50,131 over last year? If it is a net gain, is it greater or 
less than the net gain of the year before? 

But after all this is settled, the real question that confronts 
us is, what part has Holston Conference played in this net 
gain or loss, as the case may be? Did Holston Conference take 
more copies of the Advocate — buy more books and periodicals 
this year than last? We can not tell. We have no means of 
comparing one year with another. Our blanks for Annual 
Conference reports do not provide for books and periodicals as 
they do for moneys assessed and paid, or the gain or loss of 
membership. It is true we have a glimpse of the work done 
along this line through our colporteur, but it is only a glimpse ; 
he can not possibly be in all the charges; much work is done' 
by the pastors of which he knows nothing. 

That we need some plan by which we may know more defi- 
nitely what we are doing, goes without saying. We need to 
compare one year’s work with another. This would put us in 
possession of information indispensably necessary to a com- 
plete report. What success has been reached this year in 
the distribution of the literature of the church is to us un- 
known, and as we believe, unknowable. If this were known, 
it would be a stimulus to press the work to still greater pro- 
portions from year to year. To know that we had done less 
one year than another would be a rebuke to bestir ourselves. 

One other fact we noticed in our Publishing House report; 
it is this: $17,500 went out last year to Conference claimants. 
Out of this fact comes a double truth; it is this: to broadcast 
our literature among our people is to enable the Publishing 
House to do still more for the Conference claimants; and the 
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more we can get our people to read, the more we, as pastors* 
can collect along all lines. 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing, we offer the following 
recommendations : 

1. That our General Conference have the Publishing House 
to issue a blank for Annual Conference reports that shall pro- 
vide for books and periodicals. 

2. That inasmuch as Dr. R. N. Price is crowded with work, 
while we regret to lose him, we, as a Conference, accept his 
resignation as editor of the Holston Methodist. 

8. That T. F. Glenn be appointed editor of the Holston 
Methodist and J. W. Smith be appointed assistant editor. 

4. That the preachers procure five hundred new subscribers 
to the Holston Methodist within the next six months.

Resolved , That the agents of our Publishing House are 
respectfully requested to consider the feasibility of supplying, 
for the use of the church at large, a cheap monthly periodical 
in newspaper form, printed only on the inside with matter 
adapted to the education of our people in congregational and 
connectional affairs, so that the outside pages of said periodi- 
cal may be filled with local matter and reissued to members 
of our congregations by pastors or other authorized persons.

MEMORIALS TO GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

At the Radford District Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South, held at Dublin, July 15, 1893, it was resolved to send, 
through the Holston Annual Conference, the following memo- 
rial to the General Conference of the M. E. Church, South, to 
be held in May, 1864, namely: 

The Radford District Conference hereby memorializes the 
General Conference of the M. E. Church, South, whereby it 
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expresses its strong desire that the General Conference will 
order to be stricken out of the Discipline of the Church, as 
found on page 102, line 9, the word “may,” and substitute 
therefor the word “shall”; so as to read, “Shall draw up a 
plan,” so as to make it imperative on the preachers in charge 
to make a “ plan,” and not to leave it optional, as at present. 
And with the further purpose to give him entire control of the 
local preachers’ work, and to enable him to appoint the most 
acceptable and suitable brethren to “feed the flock of Christ” 
in his charges. 

This memorial further requests the General Conference to 
sanction and appoint that one session of each District Confer- 
ence shall be devoted to a full consideration of all matters 
connected with the local ministry and the work of exhorters. 

This Conference respectfully requests the Holston Annual 
Conference to endorse and take charge of this memorial, and 
to present it in due form to the General Conference in May, 
1894.

SUPPLEMENT TO REPORT OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Whereas, in the history of Holston Methodism no institu- 
tion, as such, has been established for the protection and train- 
ing of orphans within her territory; and, 

Whereas, the necessity for such an institution has been a 
conviction in the minds of many of Holston’s eminent minis- 
ters, some of whom have long since passed away; and, 

Whereas, it is the part of wisdom to conserve to the church 
all moral and religious forces indigenous to Methodist soil, by 
planting the gospel according to Methodism ; and, 

Whereas, by the action of the last General Conference the 
constitution of the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission 
Society was so broadened as to give scope to work like this; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved 1st , That the' Holston Conference now in session in 
Knoxville, Tenn., do take this movement under prayerful con- 
sideration, and are hereby requested to appoint a committee 
which shall confer with the Woman’s Parsonage and Home 
Mission Society, Holston Conference, to convene at Sweetwa- 
ter, Tenn., October 19-22, 1893. 

Resolved 2nd , That this Holston Conference consider itself 
an integral factor in the accomplishment of this work — by a 
ready sympathy and hearty co-operation therein — whenever 
such plans are adopted as, in the judgment of the committee, 
shall meet the requirements. 

And we recommend the appointment of F. Richardson, R. 
W. Kite and W. W. Pyott as a committee from the Conference 
to meet the Woman’s Parsonage and Home Mission Society 
to be held at Sweetwater, Tenn., October 19-22, 1893.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We are glad to find, from the information furnished us, that 
our church schools were well patronized for the scholastic 
year of 1892-3. There were about 1,000 matriculations, all told. 
Of this number, more than 700 were females, leaving less than 
300 in our male colleges and mixed schools. These colleges 
and academies were well manned and wisely managed. 

The amount collected for educational fund is .$551.01, on an 
assessment of $2,500, paid by district as follows: 

Radford $45 61 Jeffersonville $61 34

The tuition remitted by our male colleges to young men pre- 
paring for the ministry, and to the sons of traveling preachers, 
is as follows : 

Emory and Henry $1,400 00 

People’s College 76 50 

Princeton Academy...., 90 25 

Total $1,566 75 

The amount raised is about 35 per cent, of the remitted tu- 
ition, and has been pro rated as follows: Emory and Henry, 
$492.50; People’s College, $26.70; Princeton Academy, $31.81. 

It will be remembered that this is the first year in which the 
educational fund has been placed along with the general col- 
lections in the hands of the preachers. A new collection and 
a hard year coming together may account for the falling off of 
this fund. We think the arrangement good, and feel assured 
that collections will steadily increase. 

We mention as a piece of information, that the remitted tui- 
tion to the daughters of preachers in our female schools is 
about $1,500. For this there is no provision made, and none 
asked for at present; but it is mentioned as a part of our edu- 
cational work worthy of note. 

We record, with devout gratitude, the fact that there were 
revivals of religion in all these schools, especially among the 
boarders in our female colleges, so sweeping that of the 300 
boarding in Martha Washington, Sullins and Centenary, not 
more than a half dozen perhaps went home unconverted. 

Thank God for such Christian schools. 

The plan proposed for the financial relief of Emory and 
Henry at your last session has been adopted by the board of 
trustees, and is to be carried out as rapidly as is practicable. 
The loss to this college of its honored president, Dr. Atkins, 
left a vacancy, which has been well and wisely filled by the 
election of Dr. R. G. Waterhouse, so that to-day, in faculty and 
general outfit, Emory and Henry is as strong to do first-class 
college work as she ever was. 

All our schools paid their current expenses fast year, and it 
is very gratifying to be able to report that all our schools are 
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opening well for this .year, 1893-’94, the matriculations to date 
being well up to former years, notwithstanding the severe 
financial pressure. 

Hiwassee College is now moving off more hopefully than 
for some years past; Mr. S. G. Gilbreath, a graduate of "the in- 
stitution, and a teacher of successful experience, president; 
Dr. F. M. Grace, professor. The trustees of this school have 
decided to open its doors to females at the beginning of the 
Spring term. 

Martha Washington, Sullins and Centenary have substan- 
tially the same faculties as last year, and are doing excellent 
work. 

Princeton Academy is still flourishing under the principal- 
ship of Eugene Blake. 

Pryor Institute is now moving off hopefully under its new 
officers — Rev. T. Bryan, president, and J. C. Hicks, professor. 

A report from Rev. J. W. Carnes, president of People’s Col- 
lege, speaks hopefully of that school. 

We heartily commend all these our Conference schools as 
most worthy the patronage of all who may have sons and 
daughters to educate. 

We suggest that the assessment for educational fund be 
$2,000.00 for the coming year, and $5.00 for Holston Annual, ap- 
portioned to the districts thus:

Jeffersonville 320 00 Cleveland 155 00

Our attention has been called to the fact that the trustees of 

the Rhea Springs Academy, Sequatchee district, are ready to 
deed their school property, worth $1,500.00 or $2,000.00, to our 
Church to be used as a training school under our direction. 
Your Board suggests the appointment by the Conference of a 
committee, composed of R. G. Waterhouse, J. W. Paulett, D. 
Sullins and the Presiding Elder of the district, to look after 
this matter and see that the transfer is “in due and ancient 
form.”

There are reported 530 churches, valued at $846,595.00, and 93 
parsonages, valued at $139,805.00; other church property 
valued at $452,438.00. Expended for improvements on the 
above, $69,725.57. It appears that during the year $69,625.57 were 
expended on churches and parsonages. The reports show 
that seven churches have been built, and an increase over last 
year of $52,820.00 in value of churches; an increase of two par- 
sonages, and an increase in value of $15,405.00.

soon thereafter as may be practicable.

REPORT OF SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Committee on Sunday-schools report as follows: 

Number of schools, 566; a decrease of 44. Number of offi- 
cers and teachers, 4,204; a decrease of 64. Number of schol- 
ars, 37,264; a decrease of 46. Amount spent in helping needy 
schools, $223.50; which is $256.85 less than last year. Money 
collected on Children’s Day, $201.12, which is $5.26 more than 
last year. Money now in treasury, $707.00. ’ 

At a meeting of the officers of the Board held in Knoxville, 
Tenn., in January, 1893, it was decided, inasmuch as the reg- 
ular reports failed to give all the information desired by the 
Board, to prepare and furnish to each pastor a special blank, 
to be filled out and presented to the Board at this Conference 
session. The Secretary of the Board, Rev. J. A. Burrow, Jr., 
discharged this duty. The Board regrets to report a failure to 
secure reports from 95 charges. Had these blanks been filled 
out as requested, the Board could have been able to furnish 
much valuable information concerning cur Sunday-school 
work. 

Your committee recommends the organization of all the 
Sunday-schools in each presiding elder’s district into a Sun- 
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day-school conference, to meet annually, as provided for in 
the Discipline, ir240, looking to the organization of a Confer- 
ence Sunday-school convention, also provided for in the Dis- 
cipline, if241. 

A number of Epworth Leagues have been organized since 
our last session, but owing to a failure on the part of many of 
the pastors to give in reports on this subject, your committee 
cannot furnish figures. 

The Board has granted $15.00 toward the publication of Con- 
ference minutes, which sum has been incorporated in the list 
of expenditures. 

It is decided to make grants of literature, as heretofore, for 
three months at a time.

The records of the Wytheville and Morristown District Con- 
ferences are models in "points of neatness and arrangement. 
The secretaries deserve commendation for the special pains 
taken in putting to record what will some day be valuable 
church history. 

The records of the Big Stone Gap District Conference did 
not come into the hands of the committee. The secretary is 
hardly excusable for this gross neglect of an important duty. 

The* record of the Radford District Conference has been well 
and neatly kept, with only two errors worthy of note. It does 
not show that the minutes of the second session were ever 
approved by the Conference, and the President of the Confer- 
ence failed to sign the record. 

The committee noted the following errors in the records of 
the Jeffersonville District Conference: 

It does not show that the minutes of the second session of 
the Conferertce were ever read and approved, the secretary 
failed to put to record the name of the person who conducted 
the devotional exercise of the sixth session, and he refers to a 
report in the Appendix which has not been recorded. 

The record of the Abingdon District Conference has been 
kept in a business-like style, but the secretary and president 
failed to sign the same. 

The records of the Knoxville, Cleveland and Chattanooga 
District Conferences have been well kept. 

The record of the Sequatchee District Conference has been 
very imperfectly kept. It shows great haste and carelessness 
on the part of the secretary. The book has been greatly mar- 
red by interlineations.

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MEMOIRS. 



EPHRAIM EMERSON WILEY. 

Dr. Ephraim Emerson Wiley was born near the city of Boston, 
in the year 1814. In blood and lineage, he was an unmixed 
Puritan. His father, the Rev. Ephraim Wiley, was long an 
honored member of the New England Conference, being fre- 
quently stationed in Boston as the colleague of Edward T. 
Taylor, Elijah Hedding,and other such men. His mother was 
a devout and gentle Christian woman; he cherished her memory 
most tenderly to the end of his pilgrimage. After he had passed 
his three-score and ten, he once said to us: “I feel her touch 
on my character more and more with each succeeding year of 
my life.” When he was about seventeen, he was clearly con- 
verted under a sermon preached by Father Taylor at an old- 
fashioned Methodist camp meeting. Shortly" thereafter he 
entered Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn. His father, 
having a large family, was unable to give him the necessary 
pecuniary assistance; and the childless, but warm-hearted, 
Elijah Hedding — whom he had frequently served as an errand 
boy, going to the post office, bringing the smoking tobacco, 
lighting the pipe, etc — loaned him_a sufficient- &nm. a nd w?i i let L - 
for its return till he could complete his course and pay it back. 

At Middletown the young student was brought under the 
inspiring influence of Wilbur Fisk, whom he always regarded 
as the noblest man that he ever knew, and whose views on social, 
moral, and religious questions colored his own to the end of his 
life. Other of his teachers also helped him greatly. Time and 
again he has told us of the benefit that he derived from the 
instruction of Prof. Daniel D. Whedon; and he did notallow 
even the estrangements of later years to alter in the least his 
admiration for Prof. Whedon’s erudition, ability, and character. 
At that time many young men of extraordinary gifts were 
thronging to Middletown. The class of 1837, of which Dr. Wiley 
was a member, embraced such names as Charles Collins, 
Erastus Wentworth, Joseph Cummings, and Daniel Curry. 

After graduation Dr. Wiley taught for one or two years in an 
A cademy at Augusta. Me. In 1839, through the interposition 
of Wilbur Fisk, he came to Emory and Henry College, Virginia, 
to be the colleague of Charles Collins; and with the exception 
of one brief interval, during which he served as President of 
Martha Washington College, he remained there until his death, 
a period of more than half a century. Not many months after 
his arrival in Virginia, he was licensed to preach by that 
Apollos of Holston Methodism, the Rev. Elbert F. Sevier, and 
in the fall of 1840 w as received on trial into the Holston Con- 
ference. FromTfie first lie took a high stand among his breth- 
ren. In 1854 he was elected as a delegate to the General Con- 
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ference, and was shown the same honor for nine successive 
times thereafter, frequently heading his delegation. It is not 
too much to say that for at least thirty years he has been undis- 
putedly the foremost man in his Conference. On more oc- 
casions than one he received a large vote for the episcopacy, 
a position that he would have filled with great dignity and 
honor. 

As a teacher he was a pronounced success. For fifteen years 
he gave instruction in the classic languages. This was before 
the modern methods were introduced. In those days the 
classics were still looked upon as literature, and the matter of 
correct and elegant translation was insisted on above every- 
thing else. His old students still delight to tell how smoothly 
he could render, and with grace he could scan, a difficult pass- 
age in Virgil or Homer. 

Dr. Wiley was very fond of preaching, and preached a great 
deal. For "more than forty years he occupied the College pul- 
pit on an average once or twice a month, besides his special 
work in revival seasons. His services were also in great de- 
mand in different parts of the church. He had in him many 
elements of power. No man ever surpassed him in clearness 
of statement. In his best estate he possessed also great vigor 
of thought and utterance. Once in a while, when he gave a 
free rein to his imagination, his style became marked by a rare 
beauty; and not infrequently he was a master of pathos. 

Almost entirely free from ambition, he seemed to care but 
little for his own promotion. If he had pushed himself, he 
might have risen to the highest places in the Church. Always 
taking his time, never in a hurry, he seemed to those who did 
not know him to lack energy; but, while he did not crowd any 
one day with labors, he also did not let anyone pass without 
doing something. He kept an even gait, resting not, hasting 
not. In the long run, he accomplished far more than many 
busier men. 

As a Christian, he was sincere, earnest, and unpretentious. 
In later years his character ripened beautifully. He gradually 
and cheerfully let go worldly affairs, and took a stronger grasp 
on eternal things. 

How the end came we shall let his lifelong friend, Professor 
James A. Davis, tell: . 

“The long and useful life of our venerable Dr. E. E. Wiley 
closed at 6 o’clock this morning, March 13. He had been grow- 
ing feeble gradually for some months, but not until a few weeks 
ago did he cease "from pulpit labor. Without disease, and 
almost without pain, his exit was a translation. While the sun 
of a bright morning was rising above the hills, his spirit mounted 
to its place in the skies, and he ceased, almost at once, to labor 
and to live.” 



* JOHN M. McTEER. 

John Montgomery McTeer was born in Blount, now Loudon, 
county, Tenn., the 3rd day of May, 1824, and died at his home 
in Wytheville, Va., November 28th, 1892. 

His parents were Presbyterians and he was brought up in 
that faith. 
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His conversion was at Sinking Creek, near Morganton, 
Tenn., August 3d, 1842. In his “Sketches of the Past,” written 
some years ago and published in the Holston Methodist , he 
speaks thus of his conversion: “O, the joy of that happy 
hour! The brightest page in memory’s book.” 

At a Quarterly Conference held at Morganton, Tenn., by 
the Rev. Rufus M. Stevens, February 23d, 1847, he was licensed 
to preach the gospel, and immediately employed to fill a va- 
cancy on the Straight Fork Mission. In the fall of 1847, at 
the session of the Holston Conference, held by Bishop An- 
drew, he was admitted on trial as a traveling preacher in the 
class with John H. Brunner, Samuel D. Gaines, James T. Smith 
and George W. Renfro, and appointed junior preacher on the 
Jonesboro Circuit, Daniel B. Carter being in charge. 

In the fall of 1848 he was appointed to Powell’s Valley Cir- 
cuit. In 1849, to the Jasper Circuit. At this Conference, which 
met in Cleveland, Tenn., he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Andrew. In 1850-’51 he was on the Kingston Circuit. In 1851, 
at Athens, Tenn., he was ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, 
and sent to the Elizabethton Circuit. In 1852 he was sent 
to the Jonesboro Circuit. In 1853 he was appointed to the 
Abingdon Circuit, and re-appointed to the same charge in 
1854. In 1855, to the Wytheville Circuit. In 1856, to Wythe- 
ville Station. In 1857, to the Marion Circuit. 

At the Conference held in Chattanooga, in 1858, Bishop An- 
drew appointed him Presiding Elder of the Wytheville Dis- 
trict. For tAventy-three years he was a faithful, laborious, 
and efficient Presiding Elder, serving the Wytheville, Abing- 
don, Wytheville, Knox\ r ille, Athens, Chattanooga and Wythe- 
ville Districts, in the order here named. 

Perhaps no man in the Holston Conference ever held this 
office so many consecutHe years as he. The judgment of the 
wise Bishop Andrew in selecting him for this position, Avas 
aftenvards endorsed by Bishops Early, Pierce, Kavanaugh, 
Wightman, Doggett, McTyeire and Keener. His Avonderful 
efficiency marked him as 'h* man for the position. 

As a preacher, Brother McTeer excelled — not, perhaps, ac- 
cording to the strictest rules of exegesis or homiletics — but in 
the presentation of such themes as the Fall of Man, the 
Atonement, Justification, Regeneration, Sanctification, the 
Resurrection, the Church, he Avas clear, forcible and impress- 
iA 7 e. These were stock themes with Bro. McTeer. His ser- 
mon on Hell Avas terrible; that on Heaven, grand and glorious. 

He was rarely gifted in song. Considering its strength and 
compass, his A T oice was remarkably clear and musical. Some- 
times, when he Avilled it so, as soft and full of melody as the 
jEolian harp, and again reaching a volume as full and sonor- 
ous as the deepest-toned organ, having a compass that em- 
braced the entire camp-ground without loss of melody. Hoav 
Bishop Early Avas charmed with his singing at the Wabash 
camp-meeting in 1859. E\ r er after this he required “his friend 
McTeer” to be present and conduct the singing in those match- 
less prayer-meetings with Avliich the good Bishop opened the 
morning sessions of the Conference. 

He Avas married three times. In 1850, to Miss Eliza C. Kelly, 
of Jonesboro, Tenn. In 1857, to Mrs. Frances Piper, of Wythe 
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county, Va., and in 1884, to Miss Fannie Hatcher, of Rock- 
bridge county, Va. The fruit of the first marriage was two 
sons — the Rev. Canaro D. McTeer, of Cleveland, Tenn., and the 
late Judge James Piper McTeer, of Wytheville, Va. 

Five times Bro. McTeer was elected a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, and was a useful member of these legislative 
synods of the church. 

But John M. McTeer is dead. He whose voice was so often 
heard in the councils of the church and in her pulpits, is gone 
from us forever. He whose preaching under God brought 
conviction to hundreds of sinners, who had, and now has, per- 
haps, more seals to his ministry in the church militant than 
any man who has preached in the Wytheville District in half 
a century, has fought his last battle and gone to join his be- 
loved Carter, Gaines, Renfro, Miles, Catlett and Haskew with 
the “great majority.” 

How did he die? Bro. Summers, late a pastor at Wytheville, 
tells how he visited him often for three years; how he found 
him with the Bible or the church paper in his hands; how he 
constantly increased in cheerfulness of spirit and tenderness of 
heart; how he enjoyed conversation on personal religion; how 
he rejoiced with his dear brethren Dyer — since gone to meet 
him— and Rich, in the service of the holy communion ; how he 
manifested wonderful patience amid deep suffering; how he 
exultingly said, “O yes, I am ready, and have been ready for a 
long time.” 

Let us thank God for giving him being, for his long life and 
peaceful end. B. W. S. Bishop,

TOBIAS F. SMYTH. 

Tobias F. Smyth was born in the state of Illinois, November 
3u, 1837, and died January 31, 1893. at Sweetwater, Tenn., where 
he had lived since the fall of 1889. His parents were Wm. A. 
and Mary Ann Smyth. He was the grandson of Tobias Smyth, 
who was one of the founders of Emory and Henry College. 

His father having died when he was quite young, he was 
sent, at the age of 16, to live with his grandfather, and to be 
educated at Emory and Henry College. During his stay here 
he was converted at old Lebanon camp-ground, and joined the 
church. Was licensed to preach when about 18 years of age 
in Illinois, by a Rev. Mr. Wheat, having returned to that State. 

In 1856 or 1857 he returned to Emory and Henry to complete 
the course, and was in the senior year when the civil war 
broke out in 1861. He volunteered in the Thirty-seventh Vir- 
ginia Regiment, and while in the army did service as a chap- 
lain. After the close of the war, Emory and Henry College 
conferred a full diploma on him on account of merit. 

He was received on trial in the Holston Conference, at Ath- 
ens, Tenn., October, 1862. The following appointments in the 
Conference were filled by him : He was sent to Hillsville Cir- 
cuit in 1865; in 1866, to Lenoirs; in 1867, to Union City; in 1868, 
to Pearisburg Station; in 1869, to Rutledge Circuit; in 1870, 
back to Pearisburg, where he remained four years; in 1874, to 
Emory Circuit: in 1875 he was appointed to the Jeffersonville 
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District, and traveled it two years; in 1877 he was sent to the 
Sequa tehee District, where he broke down in health in a short 
time. 

In the fall of 1878 he was granted a supernumerary relation, 
and remained in that relation till 1881. From 1881 to 1883 he 
was effective, and was appointed to Bristol City Mission, where 
he organized Mary Street Church. He was placed on the su- 
pernumerary list again in 1883, and continued in this relation 
till 1888, when he was returned to the effective list and sent to 
Mt. Airy Circuit. At the close of this year he was sent to 
Sweetwater Circuit, where he did a most excellent year's work. 
But being feeble in health, when the year’s work was done, he 
took a superannuated relation, and remained in this relation 
until he was transferred by the Bishop of Souls from the 
church below to the church triumphant. 

He was married to Miss Orrie T. Brown, daughter of John 
A. Brown, of Wythe county, Va., September 22, 1868, with 
whom he lived in happy wedlock till the day of his death. 

In several particulars, Brother Smyth was more than an 
ordinary man. He was highly endowed by nature, had supe- 
rior attainments in scholarship, and had achieved much by 
divine grace. As a preacher, in point of intellectual strength, 
finished scholarship and real oratory, he excelled many who 
have commanded more attention and stronger appointments 
at the hands of the appointing powers. His studied sermons 
were good to the use of edifying, and were rarely ever tame 
or commonplace. But Brother Smyth was a modest, unas- 
suming man, and not possessed of the stuff to push himself 
forward. • 

Our brother had gained this advantage — the world’s allure- 
ments had no charms for him. His passions and tempers he 
held in abeyance. He murmured not, nor complained, at what 
seemed to be the afflictive dispensations of God’s providence. 
His prayer was that God’s will might be done in him and to- 
ward him. The law of kindness ruled his lips. He 11 ordered 
his conversation aright.” Meekness and humility were no- 
ticeable traits of his character. Notliingof sourness or mo- 
roseness was allowed to creep into his experience, as the in- 
firmities of life increased and multiplied. He was, in deed 
and in truth, “a living epistle, seen and read of all men.” To 
know him was to love him. And those who knew him best, 
loved him most. In the community where Brother Smyth 
lived for nearly four years, and where he died, he had the en- 
tire confidence of every one, old and young, saint and sinner; 
and the people loved him as devotedly as ever any man was 
loved. They delighted to show him kindnesses while he re- 
mained among them, and many were the tokens of their regard 
•to him and his excellent wife while they lived in their midst. 

Of such an one it need not be asked, did he die well? 
Brother Smyth leaves us “living testimony.” A short time 
before his last sickness, at a revival meeting being conducted 
in his town, he said, “I sometimes feel that I am not much 
longer for this world, but when the Master calls me I am ready 
to go.” So he was. He had been getting ready for the journey 
too long to be alarmed when the announcement was made 
that he was wanted in the other department of the kingdom. 
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We have no misgivings as to his whereabouts. With him the 
suffering time is over. He rests from his labors.

J. L. M. FRENCH. 

John Lee McCarty French was born November 19, 1838, _ in 
Rhea county, Tenn., on a farm which is now occupied by the 
thriving city of Dayton, and died February 3, 1893, in Bristol, 
Ya. He was the son of Joseph H. and Nancy Benson French. 

We suppose that his father died early, though this is nothing 
more than a supposition. However" this may be, we find 
young John, at the age of fifteen, living in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
with his uncle John, after whom he was named. For this 
uncle and his affectionate and pious wife he always cher- 
ished the fondest affection. 

It was but a short time till the town of Chattanooga was 
stirred from center to circumference by the “Great Revival,” 
as the old citizens still call it, under the ministry of Rev. 
David Sullins. In that revival John L. M. French, jr., was 
converted, and ever afterward walked worthy of his vocation 
in Christ. Then came the conviction that God had a special 
work for him to do, and that work nothing less than preach- 
ing the gospel of the Son of God. In a short time we find him 
in the hospitable home of Alex. Findlay, Esq., of Abingdon, 
Va., where he spent about two years in preparing for his life- 
work. His appreciation of the kindness of Mr. Findlay and 
his family was betokened by his frequent and lender mention 
of their names during “the last week.” And it is impossible 
to calculate how much his success in life was due to the quiet 
leisure afforded him by Mr. Findlay’s generosity and the easy 
access which he accorded him to one of the best private libra- 
ries in Virginia, and certainly the best Methodist library in our 
knowledge. 

Brother French received license to preach from the class at 
Abingdon, and preached his first sermon at Laurel Springs, a 
few miles away. He was then twenty-one or twenty-two 
years of age. He was admitted on trial into Holston Confer- 
ence at Greeneville, Tenn., October 9-16, 1861, Bishop Andrew 
presiding. In the Conference of 1864, which metat Bristol, he 
was admitted into full connection, along with Henry C. Neal 
and Tobias F. Smyth. He and they were also ordained travel- 
ing deacons at that time, Bishop Early laying his hands upon 
them. At Cleveland, under the presidency of Bishop Wight- 
man, in 1867, he was ordained elder, at the same time with 
Hardy M. Bennett and Tobias F. Smyth. 

His first appointment was to Fort Hembree circuit, in North 
Carolina, which he served the first year of the civil war. His 
last appointment; was to Mary Street station, in Bristol. Bro. 
French moved often, and thus extended widely his personal 
influence. The following is a list of the charges which he 
served, exclusive of those above named : 

Harrison circuit, Jacksboro circuit, Wytheville circuit, 
Cleveland station, Charleston and Calhoun station and Chat- 
tanooga mission, Athens station in 1869, and again in 1891, 
Jonesboro and Greeneville station in 1870, and Jonesboro sta- 
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tion in 1871-72, and again in 1888, Morristown and Mossy 
Creek station in 1873, Mossy Creek station two years. Broad 
Street station (Knoxville), one year, three years on Rheatown 
circuit, Wvtheville station one year and Marion station three 
years. He was one year on Newbern circuit and two years 
on Leadmines circuit, and one year each on Emory circuit, 
Radford station and Pulaski station. Thus he served twenty 
charges in nearly thirty-two years. He always went to his 
appointments, and was everywhere measurably successful. 
At some points he had remarkable success in revival work, 
and I doubt not that thousands will rise up and call him 
blessed in the happy world above. 

While he was stationed at Jonesboro, in 1872-73, he was 
married, I think, February 27, 1872 The fortunate bride was 
Mollie Stewart, the beautiful daughter of the late lamented 
and holy man, the Rev. George Stewart, of the Holston Con- 
ference. They were very happy in each other, and their union 
was blessed with three children, one dying in childhood and 
two surviving him in tears. Bessie, a frail but lovely girl, pos- 
sessing the same sweet spirit that animated her parents, did 
not long survive the stroke that left her fatherless. Stewart, 
the son, has entered the itinerant field, and we pray that upon 
his shoulders may fall the mantle of his holy and eminently 
useful sire. 

As a preacher, Bro. French showed great versatility. He 
was capable of original and forcible expression. His sermons 
smelled of oil. Sometimes he made a sudden but pleasing 
dash of wit, or bubbled over with humor. But here was not 
his jorte. He was remarkably pathetic. The writer remem- 
bers with pleasure the deep and abiding impressions made on 
his boy-heart by his tender and pathetic appeals. 

Never was there a more honest, candid, righteous soul than 
he. Naturally conservative, he always avoided foolish quar- 
rels; but where principle was involved, and duty to God and 
the cause of truth called him, he was fearless of man or devil, 
and as transparent as the beams of the morning. 

He was very affectionate, seeming to possess not only the 
sterner virtues of men, but also all that is beautiful in the 
mind and heart of woman. 

• “Brother,” said he shortly before his death, “I am worse.” 

“Y es : I fear you are.” 

“I am very much worse.” 

“Yes; I fear that you will never be better. But, Brother 
French, it only means that you are not very far from Heaven, 
where you will never suffer any more, as long as God sits on 
His throne.” 

“Is not that glorious? And I shall never see any one else suffer 
forever! Glorious! Glory to God! Glorious!”

SARAH MITCHELL. 

Sarah Mitchell was born in Tazewell county, Va., December 
— , 1814. and died April 14, 1893, at the good old age of seventy- 
seven years. She was married to Rev. Charles Mitchell, of 
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the Holston Conference, M. E. Church, South, December 2, 
1834, with whom she lived happily until death took him from 
her, June 16,1858, while in charge of the Hillsville Circuit, 
Carroll county, Va. To them were born eight children, three 
sons and five daughters. Two of her children preceded her to 
the spirit world, one son and one daughter. The son fell as a 
soldier in the late war. She has now met them over the last 
river. The other children are still living; some of them in 
the West. The youngest son and one grandson are ministers 
of the gospel and members of our Conference.

She 
lived in widowhood thirty-five years. Being left with a large 
family of children, and never physically strong, she struggled 
as best she could to raise her children in credit and esteem.
